Cotton has had its ups 
and downs this year. On 
the bright side of the pic- 
ture is the estimated state 
yield--a record 516 pounds 
an acre, This puts the 1964 
crop--which is 95 per cent 
harvested--at 895,000 
bales, 

But in some ways, the 
year is far from glowing, 
Production costs are uw 
which hurts profits, Prices 
paid farmers average about 
three cents a pound less 
than last year’s 32 to 33 


cents, because of lower 
government price sup- 
ports. In Coffee County, 


our average price will be 
even lower because of low 
grades, especially late in 
the season, 


Fumigate now and it will 
pay later, We would recom- 
mend fall fumigation to kill 
nematodes inhome gardens 
and flower beds. 

The soil temperature 
should be above 55 degrees 
for best results, 

To treat, prepare the 
soil thoroughly, place the 
chemical fumigants at least 
six inches deep, and cover 
immediately. 
recommend Nem- 
agon, Fumizone, or Dow- 
fume W-85 for nematodes 
only. Methyl bromide will 
control nematodes, fungi, 
bacteria, and weeds, 


The final list shows that 
25 calves will be in our 
show next spring.

It appears that ole man 
winter is finally making 
his appearance and several 
orchard jobs have been 
waiting for this. You should 
prune fruit trees and vines 
as soon as the leaves have 
shed and apply a dormant 
spray of oil emulsion or 
lime sulfur. December is 
a good time to plant new 
trees, This allows the soil 
to settle around the roots 
before spring. They will 
stand dry weather much 
better than those planted 
in the spring. 


I realize that it is early 
to be giving a great deal 
of thought tothe 1965 truck- 
crop program. H, C, 
Stephenson, a representa- 
tive of Crockett Farms, 
Bells, Tennessee, was in 
the county last week, He 
is very much interested 
in buying peas at Elba again 
next year, This market was 
Started in Elba in 1962; 
and if I recall correctly, 
we marketed approxi- 
mately 750 tons of peas. 
But for the last two years, 
we have had dry weather 
to hit at the critical time 
On the peas and the yields 
have been disappointing, 

Crockett Farms, ac- 
cording to Stephenson, 
would like to see the Elba 
market develop into their 
major supplier of purple 
Knuckle Hull peas. They 
need approximately 2,000 
tons next year,
